For some time pnst thera hag 
been a growing feeling amangst the 
packers that they should get to- 
yebher once more and form an asso- 
ciation to control pricas for the buy- 
ing of raw material and the selling 
of the finished product. 

Captain Nevill’s speech came, It 
appears, at the correct moment and 
has had the effect of so strengthen- 
ing thelr resolutions that plans were 
diacussed immedintely after tho 
meeting for the formation of a 
Packers’ Association. 

Reference was made by Captain 
Novill to the possibility of canning 
fresh products other 
upples and to that affect he visited 
the Director of Agriculture at Kuala 
Lumpur and after discussion was 
told that if the packers would put 
vp a concrete suggestion it might 
be possible, to obtain financial ald 
towards the cost, either of an ex- 
perimental cannery, or agalnat tho 
expense of an experlmantal pack at 
an existing: factory and the market- 
ing of same In Britain. 

This is most satisfactory and If 
the packers themrelves follow up 
energetically the lead given them by 
Captain Nevill great impetus will be 
iiven to the packing industry with 
consequent expansion and a return 
to its former prosperity. —Straits 
Times,

A suggestion that the sale in 
England of Culeuttn Sweep tickets 
should be prevented unless the 
promoters followed the example of 
the promoters of the Stock Hx- 
change Sweep, Hmiting the scope 
and character of the sweep was 
made in the House of Commons: by 
Mr. Dukes. vies 

In reply, Mr. Clynea anid that it 
was understood that henceforth the 
Stock Exchange Sweep would bo 
purely a private affair atrictly con- 
fined to members of the Stock Ex- 
change. If it was su conducted and 
if it did not incur the sale or 
transfer of tickets or shares of 
ticketa to non-members, he would 
take no move to initiate action. 
Anyone, of course, could take pro- 
ceedings and ail legal questions 
were for the court to decide. He 
would let the pollee know his viow, 
but if any other sweep or draw, 
large or small, was so conducted 
na not to be of a private character, 
the authorities would have no 
option’ but in the circumstances of 
the purticular conse os far as ad- 
ministrative uction” by him was 
concerned.

In some cases the re- 
tiring Committee, no matter whether their past year’s work be good, 
bad, or indifferent, are re-clected en bloc. To suggest other, nomina- 
tions or a ballot would be vegarded as “bad form.” And even when the 
ballot is resorted ‘to, the result too often depends not on merit but 
on sentiment and favouritism. “Old Blank” hag been so many years 
on the Committee and he simply must be put on azain, heedless of 
whether in latter ‘seasons his activities have recalled the sere and 
yellow leaf shorn of its erstwhile pristine green and freshness. 
“Young Dash” is n rattling good fellow, second to nonce in the amount 
of his monthly bar chits, and it would be unthinkable—besides 
offending him!—were he not kept among the Great Elect. The net 
result ia that, too often, Club Committecs are not truly representa- 
tive of the general body of memlers. To that the retort comes a8 
expected—nnd prompt at that—that if members of Clubs misuse the 
opportunity at_.annual meetings to elect none but the most efficient, 
they have themselves to blaine. Be 

Then there fs the matter of selections of teams for representa- 
tive inter-Cluh or interport matches. How far’séhtiment influences 
the selectors is an epen question. Grousers, like the poor, are ever 
with us,—sportamen fn name only. But eliminate the grousers and 
the chronic grumblers, and you will still find a certain measure of 
discontent when the names of selected teama are disclosed. There 
{a hardly cnough Club loyalty und team spirit to sink indivédual 


| feciing either ht being omitted for a certain match or of being placed 


in other than one’s own favourite place in the team. In the sclec- 
tion of interport matches it Jn not always recognised that the selec- 
tors are supposed to he nominated because of their ability to act 
with impartiality, but yet the bona fides both of sclectors and their 
eritles are often questioned and allegations of favouritism are too 
frequent. If, on occasion, there Ve an exception, it is submitted to 
be the proverbial exception that proves the proverbial rule. 

It may be that there shortcomings on the part of local spdrts- 
men are but-the result of living in a type of community that suboon- 
sclously lends Itself to cliquciam in the gonerni nenac. It fs quite 
oasy, of course, to exaggerate the position and to dismiss the pessi- 
miatic rroakers who hewail unsportsmanilka tactics in the com- 
munity oa belonging to a claan who would find fault with Paradise 
{taclf, Kven so, the softening apirit of Enstertide may be invoked 
to erento n bétter standard of sport in tho.Colony and to make 4 
genoral plen to “play the samo for the game’s aake,” for the sake 
of one’s Club, and for the anke of the Colony.

MISSIONS TO SEAMEN 


To Incorporate with © 
Sailors’ Home. 


DRAFT BILL PUBLISHED. 


The current tssue of the Governmeht 
Gazette states:— 

The Trustees of the Sailors’ Home 
and the Missions to Seamen in Hong 
Kong intend at on. carly date to apply 
to the Legistntive Council of the 
Colony of Hong Kong for the intro- 
duction of a Bill initituled, “An Ordin- 
‘ance to provide for the Incorporation of 
the Snilors’ Home and Missions to 
Seamen.” 

Among the numerous clauses act out 
in the proposed Ordinance are the fol- 
lowing;— 

1,—-This Ordinance may be cited as 
the Sailors’ Home and Missions to 
Seamen [Incorporation Ordinance, 
193D, 

2—(1) The Committee for. the 
{ime being as hereinafter composed 
of the Sailors’ Home and Missions to 
Senmen shall be a body corporate 
(hereinafter called “the Corpora- 
tion”) and shnll have the corporate 
name, "The Snilors’ Home and Mis- 
sions to Seamen,” and in that name 
shall have perpetual succession and 
shall and may suc and be sued in 
all courts in tho Colony and shall and 
may have and use a common scal. 

(2).—The committes shall be com- 
posed of the following: — 

(a) The Bishop of the Church of 
England ‘known as the Bishop. of 
Victorian, for’ the time being 
oMciating in the Colony. 

The person for the time-being 

performing the duties of Har- 

bour Master of Hong Kong. 

The person fer the time being in 

charge of the business of Mecs- 

sicurs Jardine, Matheson and 

Company, Limited, in Hong 

Kong. . 

(d) Two persons who shall be nomin- 
ated by the Hong Kong General 
Chamber of Commerce with 
power to such Chamber to fill up 
any vacancy occurring = In 
auy of such nominees from time 
to time. 

Two persons nominated by the 
Missions to Seamen !n London 
with power to such Missions to 
Scamen to fill up any vacancy 
occurring in any of’ such 
nominees from time to time. 

A Representative of © His

Such other persons, one of whom 
nuust be the Honorary Treasurer 
of the Corporation, not execcding 
at any one time four in number 
nz shall from time to time be- 
co-opted by ‘the other Members 
of the Committce with power to 
the.

RUSSIANS IN HONG KONG. 

Sir,—The correspondent jn Inst 
week's issue, who signs himself 
is merely babbling. 
"“Clonar the Russians out of tho 
Colony,” he anys—but ovidently 
fergeta that neither the Govern- 
ment nor the Polico of Hong 
Kong has the power to expel, 
however gontly, the  Russinn 
emigres, unless thoir behaviour 
is such na to. warrant action of 
this avrt. As a matter of fuct 
the majority of them are vory de- 
cent. hard-working pecple, and 
that thelr presence here, or their 
nbility to livo on low wages is a 
disadvantage to our local British 
unemployed, is, indeed a misfor- 
tune for which they-are not res- 
ponsible. The responsibility it 
aeema to me, ‘ies with the . busl- 
ness houses and contractors in 
Hong Kong who ‘prefer, avident- 
ly, to employ cheap allen labour 
to British. If the Russians are 
to be cleared out, they may only 
be ao shifted by the determina- 
tlon of focal firms to dismiss thefr 
Russian employees at the expirn- 
tion of thelr contracts and tako 
on British employees, of which, T 
understand, there ty quite a num- 
her Idle. 

It would be fairer, surely, if 
there Is to bo any move to expel 
the ‘Russian emigres in Hong 
Kong, to offer them an _alternn- 
tive place of residence. There is 
plenty of room for men of the 
right type “In parts of Cnnada, 
and I would suggest that the local 
Russians be given the opportun- 
ity of finding employment there, 
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politien| aspect of tho matter. 
We have no actual guarantes av 
to: the politien! colours, of the 
locul Russian population, and It 
fs perfectly conceivable that al- 
though thoy ail of them call them: 
nolves “white.” thero is a certalw 
eloment of “Red-ness” amongst 
thely number. Thoy have ne 
country nt present, just as the 
Fronch omigrés had no country 
diring . the Fronch — Revolu- 
lion, but thoy are bound to 
yeturn to Russia sooner, or later, 
even though tho impossible idea 
of a “return to ‘Tanrdom” may: 
not be realised, We cannot allow 
‘them to maké British possessions 
their country unless thoy wiah to: 
tuke out naturallsation papers, 
cand the fact that thoy are unwill- 
ing to. do this suggests that, al- 
though thoy have no country now, 
they hope to have one in the 
future, because, after all, they’ 
arc Ruasians.: Many must secrete 
ly be in sympathy with Stalin’s 
revime, and that sympathy will 
mnke it all tho easier for thom to: 
return to Russia, a land in which 
“white” ‘atistocrats have accepted 
the - principles of — Bolshevism 
and are working side by side with 
“sons of the people.” - 

If ever there should be a war’ 
between .Ruasin and Great Bri- 
tain (and it does not room at all 
unlikely), 1 am certain that a 
Jarge proportion’ of the local Rus- 
sinn colony would leave Hong 
Kong.

The Paris correspondent of the 
London Dally Telegraph writes: 

One would have thought that In 
France, the country which hag the 
greatest tradition for purity of 
Htorary expression, it would have 
been impossible for the habit of re- 
ferring to things by initials ever to 
have’ gained the ground which it 
hos. The French Academy, pMicial 
guardian of the Innguage, should 
have taken some’ action. Now the 
thing hag gone so far that, in the 
next udition of the Dictionary, de- 
finitlons will have to be given of 
rows of initials as well as of 
words. 

It was no doubt during the war 
that the habit took root. 
tho British army 


of us who were not professional 
soldiers ever quite learnt: why 4 
D.A.O.M.G., was a less important 
person than na D.A,. and Q.M.G.— 
even now I am ‘not sure whether 
I have got tho initlala right. In 
Britaln, however, initidls went out 
of fushion after the Armistice. In 
France they have survived, 

Of course, nefther Britain nor 
France began it. The Romans wera 
the first culprits with S.P.Q.R. 
The Americans, with U.S.A. came 
a Httle later. France, however, 
had set a bad example, long before 
the war, with B.S.V.P., which 
Britain at once adopted, even more 
enthusiastically, and added to the 
previously adopted P.S, 

To-day the uninitiated foreigner, 
who comes tu France with a good 
knéwledge.of the French language, 
must be very confused by the 
initints which he meets, How ia 
he to know that P.T.T. means the 
postal service, S.D.N. is the League 
of Nations, and T.S.F. stands for 
wireless? As for S.T.C.R.P., which 
represents the company in charge 
of the trams, and S.F.L0., which 
ia the Socialist purty, he will per- 
haps not meet them so often or 
really need to understand them, 
but it might be useful to know that 
when a man, on the morning after, 
says he-has a G.D.B,, he is trying 
to tell you that his throat is rather 
parched. 

It js more confusing still when 
the initlals are run together to 
make up new words. When you 
hear the Andat spoken of, it is use- 
loss to try to discover any lingual 
origin for the word. It is mercly 
composed of the five letters which 
begin the words of the full title 
of the Nationnl: Association of 
Telephone Subscribers. _ There are 
other words being built up In the 
aname way daily. 

Really it was high time that 
there should be a protest. This 
protest has been made by certain 
literary men, who consider that the 
hundredth anniversary of the 
Romantic Movement is a very pro- 
per time to draw attention to the 
scandal ‘The romantic pocts may 
possibly have attached too grent an 
importance to words for their own 
sake. The initial fiends certainly 
attach too little,

The Collection of 
Autographs 


[“An Aulograph Collection and the 
Making of 1’, Lady Charn- 
wood; Ernest Benn, Ltd, 15/-.] 


To the navernye person, the: col 
lection of Autographs means 
obtuiniug the slynnture of some 
famous mon, woman, or child and 
nothing more, either by meeting 
the person or by writing and ask- 
ing for the signatare, With the 
exception of a very few cases such 
signatures are valucless ina true 
collection, and are merely indica- 
tlona of  enthusinam oor per. 
severance. The true collector will 
spurnoa bare signature Tf it ds 
possible to obtain elther by ine 
Waence or payment a complete 
letter or collection of letters writ- 
ten by some famous celebrity. Lady 
Charnwood preaches this gospel in 
her Intest book, and she is qualified 
to speak seeing thfi she is in the 
forefront of autograph collectors. 
She gives seven youd reasons 
proving: that a series of letters 
instead of a single signature ta the 
object to be attnined and probably 
the most important of these is 
“There Is the obvious fact that the 
more we learn about the great ones 
whose letters we colleét the more 
knowledge we shall obtain of the 
histery of their time and the actors 
in it, and the more Nterary, in the 
true senge of the word, we become.” 

Ludy Charnwood first tells tis 
how to collect and Wlustrates her 
arguments with cxamples taken 
from her own experience, She sus:

FORD'S PROJECT. 


Likely to F ail { for Lack of 
Labour. 


Some warmth of feeling has beer 
caused in’ Malaya by an interview 
with Mr. Henry Ford, printed in the 
local papers, says the Rubber and 
Tex Quarterly. In this interview 
Mr. Ford reiterates many of the old 
accusations against the plantation In- 
dustry, which may once have been 
relevant, but are searcely to thd 
point at a time when rubber fs sell. 
ing around &d..n pound. Tle goes 
on to devlara that matters have not 
been standing still in that quarter 
of the globe where he, a yeur or two 
ayo, nequired areits whose reported 
extent varied from one to three 
million acres, with the advertised In- 
tention of developing lhe whole as 
one rubber plantation. 

Mr, Ford fs « atill vague about 
figures, while anxlous to apprise the 
world that somewhere or other in hts 
nara preseve planting ts actually fn 
progress, and, that) the company 
which has these operations in hand 
is “under contract to plant tp acer. 
taln fresh ‘acreage every year.” 

This announcoment has not caused 
the Malayan planter aindne ans 
xiety, Me is aware that Mr. Ford 
will achieve a decided tour de force, 
if he sueceeds in obtalning rubber 
from his plantations at an all-in cost 
close to the price at which rubber 
from Malayn or Ceylon is now ob- 
tainable. 

Though the likelihood of produc- 
ing Hevea braziliensia [in the 
Amazon basin (whieh is, literally. 
its natlve heath) Is undoubted, sult. 
ability of soll and climate are no 
more than the first ateps on the lad: 
der to success, whose further rungs 
include malarla control and varlous 
other henlth measures, roadmaking, 
clearing, planting, cultivating, tap- 
ping, and such technical processes 
as are conducted In the estate fac- 
tory. 

None of these preliminary stages 
can be accomplished without tho ser- 
ylees of n numerous, well discipline 
ed, and well trained labour force. 
When they are accomplished, 
‘forde will probably have to ‘be aug 
mented rather than diminished Jf the 
wheels of rubber production are to 
be kept revolving. 

It has taken Mnlaya a generation 
to bulld up antisfactory recrulting 
machinery thoush Inrge resorvolra 
of Tamil, Chinese, and Javanese 
colic labour were available in nelgh- 
bouring countries, Unless Mr, Ford 
can overcome tha difficulties imponed 
by nn extreme acarefty of favour in 
the Ainozon basin, the success of his 
plan will be jeopardised. Labour, 
in fact, will be the crux of Mr. Ford's 
problem.

Neighbours at Variance 
in Local Court. 


DOGS AND RADIO. 


Europeans’ “Lives “ Made 
* “Impossible.” 


Mr. R. T. Nolson, formerly ao 
Commissioner of Customs, and ro- 
siding at 26, Cumberland Road, 
Kowloon Tong, brought a sum- 
mons in the Kowloon Magistracy 
yesterday morning, before Mr. 
'y, §. Whyte-Smith, « against Mr. 
H, §. Chan, ‘of? 69, Cumberland 
Road, for keeping five dogs be- 
tween April 2 and April 16, 
which were a source of annoy- 
unee to the complainant, owing to 
the noise which © they crented at 
nights, ‘The defendant pleaded 
guilty. . 

“Whinkng and Howling.” . 

Addressing his Worship, Mr. 

‘ Nelson anid that the defendant 
had five dogs 
eeasantly every night from 9 p.m. 
to five o'¢lock in the morning. 
Tho defendant had two Chineso 
dogs, which he chnined up dure 
ing the day and let loose at night. 
We also had three puppies, which 
he kept In a pen in the rear yard 
of the house, so ax not to came 
into contact with the other two 
dogs, which were chained 1p. 
IL was the puppies whieh made 
nll the noise, “with thelr whining 
and howling.” 

Ton days ago he wrote a fetter 
to Mr. Chan, complaining of his 
dogs, But received no reply. Mr, 
Nelaon sald that he was a teach- 
or In the St. Paul's School, and 
that he taught one of the defen- 
dant’s relatives, and so .he was 
ramowhat familiar with — the 
‘fomily, 

Mr. Chan (defendant) said that 
his own dogs which were chain- 
ed up in the day were not “Chin- 
ese dogs” but one was a pointer 
and the other was 1. Police dog. 

Mr, Nelson, in’ cross-examina 
tion, admitted that there were 
four doga in house No, 30, and 

“two dogs in house No. 82, but 
suid he was positively sure’ that 
it was the defendant's dogs which 
were Buch an annoyance, 


Radio at Dawn. 


Mr, Nelson said that he had 
written to’ the people next door 
nhout keeping: their wireless xo- 
ine until one in the morning, and 
that they responded to his re- 
quests. He had also reported 0 
Chinese resident of a house at 
the rear of his to the Sanitary 
Department for alleged “stinks,” 
but thls was the first time he had 
complained about dogs. He 
“wanted pence and. quictness, and 
hie was entitled to it” 

Mr, Nelaon and Mr. ‘Chan, 
then evidently forgot that they 
were in a Court, and began a heat: 
ed argument over wircless, plano 
taying in the early mornings, and 
other houschold questions, which 
his Warship quickly quelled by 
telling Mr, Chan that the sum- 
mond was not over “radios” but 
“dogs.” ‘ 

Ils Worship sald that it was not 
up to Mr, Chan to tell Mr, Nelson 
what to do, for Mr. Nelson had 
ulrendy done the only thing 
posnibte and written a letter which 
wits not acknowledged. 

Living Impossible. 

Mr. Nelson declared that from 
the forelgners’ point of view, living 
In Kowloon was made impossible 
with the Chinese and their night 
life and nolay customs. 

Ilia Worship said that he knew 
for himself that Chinese people 
alept more soundly than Europeans 
did! 

Hix Worship convicted and 
cautioned the defendant, but told 
him that he had to find some 
remedy to abate the nuisance caus- 
od by his dogs, and if another ac- 
{ion was brought forward by Mr 
Nelson or aby other neighbour, the 
fine Imposed would be a severe one, 
beenuse his Worship did not see 
why. because the defendant wan a 
dog fancier, he should disturb all 
the nelyhbourhood. 


Lack of Exercise. 

he Margtstrate exprensed his 
opinion that the reason why dogs 
barked was becnuse of Inck of 
exercise, Ho naked the defendant 
if the doga ever wont out for a

BETRAYAL OF FAITH. 


Protest at Refuse to Decrease 
Chinese Councillors. 


Nanking, Yestordny. 

To-day, the Third Anniveranry of 
the National Government's eotablish- 
ment oot Nanking ts observed, but 
there fa no holiday, —- ty 

Dr Cc. T. Wang made the following 
declaration regarding decision of the 
Shanghul International Settlement 
Forelgn Ratepayers’ Association to dis- 
allow the incrense of Chinceso Coun- 
cillors:—"I am greatly shocked nt such 
decision, Ik means the continued pre- 
senve of much dichard feellng among 
foreign residents in China, In view 
of the promises nlrendy made, auch do- 
cision is a betrayal of forcign good 
fnith. I alncercly hope that,- while, on 
Ube one hand, nothing deptorabla will 
happen, on the other hand, botter cle: 
ments among foreign community will 
exert thelr influence in tho right direc- 
tion, Tho Chinese ratopayers had beon 
encouraged to eloct five councillors on 
the strongth of provious assurances, 
Such a rovorsal of provious promiso {s 
bound to have far-renching conse- 
quences and will not be approved by 
their respective Governments.” 

The Wei-hai-ewel rendition agree:
